%viU  become  the  ParwHi't  wife.    She  can  be  of  great  aNiMance  to  him.  or  the 

f*L  ^  •,«'••»  h""*!"""  '•  •»»  '^^'  I»  «"■"  P«riA«  the  Priert'i  wife  niMl 
take  the  lead,  but  it  ibould  be  a*  the  power  behind  the  throne.  She  wQI  have 
her  reatett  influence  there.  In  larger  Paridwe  there  are  to  be  found  enoi^ 
%wmien  capable  of  leadenhip.  The  same  quiet  leadership  will  apply  m  a 
greater  degree.  In  such  a  sphere  the  parson  will  find  his  time  for  domestic 
dutes  greatly  curtoiled.  His  wife  then  can  be  oi  peatest  assistance  to  him 
m  koking  tfter  his  wanU  and  needs  in  the  home.  Her  chief  function  should 
be  to  keep  hun  fit  for  his  onerous  duties. 

DiCNmr 

Some  parsons  think  diey  can  do  best  work  by  adopting  the  "hail-fellow- 
weU-met  attitude  with  people.  This  may  do  for  a  litde  while  but  it  wOl  not 
Ustln  tune  It  will  mean  that  people  will  lose  a  sense  of  respect  for  their 
Uergyman.  When  a  PHest  bemoans  the  fact  that  people  do  not  show  him 
r«pect  WB  know  exactly  where  the  fault  lies.  Keep  one's  own  self-respect  and 
otters  will  respect  you.  This  does  not  mean  that  a  man  should  adopt  a  stand- 
othsh  manner.  It  is  possible  to  be  friendly  with  people  and  yet  have  their  respect. 
Uberties  should  not  be  aUowed.  In  one's  Parochial  work  do  not  call  men 
^ftw  Oinstian  names.  Always  addren  them  as  Mr.  even  if  diey  are  intimate 
firiemls.  TTiey  may  be  called  by  their  Christian  names  m  private.  Nor  should 
ftey  be  addressed  by  their  surname  alone.  A  Priest's  life  without  a  sense  of 
humour  IS  sadly  lacking,  but  this  does  not  mean  that  he  must  always  be  funny 
More  than  one  Pnest  has  lost  his  power  with  the  people  because  he  thought 
he  shmild  be  ever  actmg  the  part  of  the  funny  man.     This  dignity  wiH  express 

VI*  "  vv.^  ^"*  *"•'<•  ^  "«•»  "  ^  •PPearance.  and  convey 
hmwelf  m  publn  with  dignity.  It  does  not  help  the  aurch  to  see  a  Parson 
panmg  down  the  mam  street  of  the  town  with  his  hat  on  the  side  of  his  head 
and  smoking  a  cigarette  or  pipe.  It  is  certainly  undignified  to  see  him  driving 
up  to  a  Uiurch  wiUi  a  pipe  in  his  mouth  and  worse  still  if  he  is  vested  in  his 
Cassock. 

I  feel  very  strongly  on  this  point,  and  my  only  reason  for  referring  it  to 
■V.youngCT  brethr-n  IS  to  be  of  assistance  to  them  b  their  high  and  noUe 
callmg  as  Fellow-workers  with  Christ.    The  Priest  is  never  otf  duty. 

An  important  part  of  one's  duty  will  be  recreation.    Some  Parsons  keep

THE  FINANCING  OF  THE  BUILDING 

Thia  nay  be  undertakea  by  your  Pariih  Fiaaace  Coauaittae.  It  it  good 
policy  to  abtorb  at  many  membert  at  poetible  of  your  Buildiag  ^^«iffmitttT  iito 
the  Fiaaace  G>nunittee  evea  if  you  have  to  enlarge  ita  aMaiberahip  for  a  tilM. 
The  utual  way  of  finaaciag  at  thit  ttage  it  to  arraage  for  a  aMrtgafa  oa  the 
Church  at  a  reaionable  rate  of  intereat.  You  will  iad  diat  Mortgagaaa  with 
to  be  attured  dut  diey  can  collect  dieir  money  from  die  guaraalon.  Moat 
BMBBbert  of  the  Church  will  be  prepared  to  go  oa  the  boad.  It  ia  the  batt 
practical  evideace  of  their  faith  and  confidence  in  the  uad«vtakiag.  Mortgagee 
at  a  rule  are  made  for  five  yean  %vid)  die  optioa  of  reaewal.  If  a  reacwal  ia 
detired  care  ihould  be  Uken  diat  die  termt  of  die  mortgage  are  carried  oat  ao 
that  die  Parith  may  retain  die  good  will  of  the  mortgagee. 

A  good  method  of  meeting  the  claimt  of  the  mortgage  ia  to  anaaga  for 
tome  tociety  to  undertake  the  payment  of  the  principal.  Thia  caa  be  aagaieated 
by  doaatioat  from  the  Pariihionen.  Ia  additioa  provide  die  meadma  with 
Special  Envdopea.  Theae  are  to  uke  care  of  die  iaterett.  A  aovel  way  of 
popularizing  dut  fund  ia  to  di  ide  the  mortgage  into  lott  tay  of  one  huadrad 
d<dlart  aad  atk  membert  to  be  retponiible  for  the  iaterett  oa  one  or  more  huadred 
d<dlart  of  the  total.  Keep  the  whole  congregadoa  bu*y  ia  raitiag  fuadt  to 
lower  the  debt  aad  diut  leaten  the  iaterett  Give  the  people  information  frequently 
aa  to  die  progrett  being  made.  Thit  it  abaolutely  necettaiy  in  order  to  keep 
up  their  interett  AnoOier  point  to  be  itrei$ed  it  Aat  at  tim  end  of  tevcn  yaort 
or  thereabouit  the  efforts  begin  to  lag.  The  interett  and  endiutiatm  of  die  new 
BiaUinf  hat  paued.  By  the  time  thit  arrivet  die  Paruh  thouU  be  ia  a  poaidoa 
to  carry  oa  Mntfaout  undue  pretture.  The  origiaal  membert  are  aow  tired 
aad  die  aew  memben  vrhich  are  coming  in  are  not  to  «ithutiattic  at  the  origiaal 
oaea.  Therefore  one  will  have  to  depend  more  and  more  oa  the  regular  coa* 
tributioa. 

It  may  be  that  occationt  arite  tuch  at  a  period  of  depretaioa  which  will 
make  the  financing  of  your  Church  difficult.  Such  critet  will  tax  your  retourcea 
to  the  uttermoat.  Our  advice  to  you  it  to  receive  power  from  God  through 
prayer,  a  power  which  will  ttrengthen  your  faith.  Your  people  may  becoae 
panic  ttricken  but  if  you  k:>^  your  head  and  preach  unwavering  faith  ia  God 
and  good  work  to  Hit  Glory  you  will  emerge  triumphant  In  doing  to  a  bond 
of  iymp:itby  and  love  and  underttanding  'vill  be  cemented  that  will  make  your 
life  among  your  people  happy  and  yourtelf  a  great  force  in  leaderthqi. 

May  we  give  a  Utile  advice  on  the  building  '^l  Rectoriet?  That  may  ako 
fall  .yndun  the  province  of  many  of  die  Clergy.  The  Rectoriea  of  die  paat 
goieration  were  too  big.  They  tuited  an  age  when  coat  of  iqikeqi,  fuel.  etc.. 
wat  cheap,  and  the  latter  often  negligible  in  price.  Such  dayt  are  patt  The 
result -^  that  many  of  our  Clergy  are  doiaiciled  today  in  huge  houtet  wfaicb  thqr
